a great trium ph. Prof. Angelo Heilpr.~^ 
ascended to the top of the crater of 
Mount Pelee Saturday in company with 
two guides and Mr. Leadbetter. 
While 
on the sum mit several violent explo­ 
sions occurred, but not knowing the 
dangers surrounding 
him, 
Professor 
Heilprin spent a long time taking care­ 
ful observations. 
Looking down the 
crater he found a huge cinder cone. 
The crater opening is a vast crevasse 
500 feet long and 150 feet wide. While 
engaged In this task the lives of the 
members of the expedition were con­ 
tinually in danger, and one particular 
violent shock covered Prof. Heilprin 
from head to foot with viscid m atter. 
He persisted, however, and found. 
had been suspected, that there were 
three separate vents of the volcanic 
m atter. Meanwhile Mont Pelee, seem­ 
ed to resent the intrusion of man into 
her awful territory, belched out huge 
volumes of steam, ashes and boiling 
hot mud. 
Professor TlefTprin w ade the im por­ 
tant discovery th at the crater of Pallia 
had an eruption at the same time as 
the sum m it crater and ejects p re c is e ly 
the same m atter. Both craters showed 
a new phenomenon daring the p r o f e s ­ 
sor’s visit when mud was thrown up in 
high columns, while, heretofore, the 
mud has bubbled or boiled out and 
flowed downward 
in huge 
stream s. 
There is reason to fear that great dam ­ 
age may result from the outbursts of 
this mud to the rich plantations still 
uninjured.

Fiery Furnace. 


THE RISK OF HIS LIFE 


He Discovered the f rater’* Opening to 


Be Five Hundred Feet Long and 
One Hundred and Fifty Feet 
Bide and in Eruption.

Fort de France, June 2.—The 
N 
tlonal Geographical society has acor 
a great triumph. Prof. Angelo Heilpr 
ascended to the top of the crater of 
Mount Pelee Saturday in company with 
two guides and Mr. Leadbetter. While 
on the summit several violent explo­ 
sions occurred, but not knowing the 
dangers surrounding 
him, 
professor 
Heilprin spent a long time taking care­ 
ful observations. 
Looking down the 
crater he found a huge cinder cone. 
The crater opening Is a vast crevasse 
500 feet long and 150 feet wide. While 
engaged in this task the lives of the 
members of the expedition were con­ 
tinually In danger, and one particular 
violent shock covered Prof. Heilprin 
from head to foot with viscid matter. 
He persisted, however, and found, ae 
had been suspected, that there were 
three separate vents of the volcanic 
matter. Meanwhile Mont Pelee, seem­ 
ed to resent the intrusion of man mio 
her awful territory, belched out huge 
volumes of steam, ashes and boiling 
hot mud. 
Professor Tfefjprin made the impor­ 
tant discovery that the crater of Faille 
had an eruption at the same time as 
the summit crater and ejects precisely 
the same matter. Both craters showed 
a new phenomenon daring the profes­ 
sor’s , lait when mud was thrown up in 
high columns, while, heretofore, th© 
mud has bubbled or boiled out and 
flowed downward 
in huge 
streams. 
There is reason to fear that great dam­ 
age may result from the outbursts of 
this mud to the rich plantations still 
uninjured. 
Professor H eilprin's journey down 
the side of the m ountain v t 
ful 
perilous as the ascent. 
The expedition had beent especial!v 
organized by United 
States 
(’onsnl 
Ayme and Professor Heilp"in and was 
led by the latter. 
Mr (Here furnishes the fbilbwing de­ 
tails of Prof. Heilprin's ascent 
The party proceeded on mules to att 
altitude of 700 metres, the ancient line 
of vegetation. 
From this point Prof. 
Heilprin contiirned on foot, leaving the 
mules* that hail carried him up the 
steep Hogback Bo the tree line. 
I pots 
reach rug the site of Lake Paimiste the 
professor found it completely dried i4>- 
He erossed the bed of the lake and 
Continued up oui the gently raring slope 
to the cratipr. 
Formerly the- edge of 
the crater was a high bluff, or shoul­ 
der. This the explorer found had fall­ 
en inter the great crater, and he thinks 
this change probably occurred at the 
time off the great explosion df May JO. 
This is the first’ important topographic 
alteration in Mtont Pele© which has 
been nvited and verified. 
Prof Heilprin arrived at the edge*of 
the summit crater at 1:30 •/dock and 
remained there' for over two hours. 
When fie returned to Vive- he resem­ 
bled » statue o# mud. 
The weight of 
ashes and mud' he carried on his per­

breathed and th© fearful difficulties he 
encountered reduced him to a ct ndi- 
tion tie extreme fatigue, notwithsi and­ 
ing La* ascended Mont Pelee from tile 
most accessible and easiest' side.

T he w ar h as com e to an end w ith 
L ord K itch e n er’s announcem ent from 
P reto ria th a t he, L ord M ilner and the 
B oer delegats signed “ term s of su rre n ­ 
d er.” 
T his announcem ent had been an tici­ 
pated for sev eral days and definitely 
forecasted In these dispatches; but Its 
receipt Sunday afternoon took the n a­ 
tio n by surprise, as everybody 
confidently believed th a t the house of 
com m ons would h e ar th e first news. 
T he edge of an ticip atio n w ith which 
G reat B ritain aw aited the prom ised 
sta tem en t in th e house of com m ons 
from Balfour, th e governm ent leader, 
w as still fu rth er dulled by the follow ­ 
ing m essage from K ing E dw ard to his 
people 
which was issued afte r m id­ 
n ig h t: 
“T he king h as received the welcome 
new s of th e cessation of hostilities in 
South A frica w ith infinite satisfaction, 
and his m ajesty tru sts th a t peace m ay 
speedily be followed by th e resto ratio n 
of prosperity in his new dom inions 
and th at th e feelings necessarily en­ 
gendered by w ar w ill give place to 
earn est co-operation on the p a rt of his 
m ajesty ’s South A frican 
subjects 
in 
prom oting th e w elfare of th eir comm on 
co untry.” 
How g reatly K ing E dw ard's in sist­ 
ence th a t peace in South A frica be se­ 
cured prior to his coronation influenced 
th e present ag reem en t will probably 
n o t he know n until th e private m em o­ 
ries of the present regim e are given to 
th e public. 
A ccording to a dispatch to th e D aily 
E xpress from 
U trecht, H olland, Mr. 
K ruger w as inform ed shortly a fter 9 
o ’clock Sunday n ig h t th a t peace had 
been declared. 
H e had been asleep, 
and 
upon 
th e 
announcem ent 
said: 
“ My God! 
Is It possible?” 
Mr. K ruger and his entourage, the 
dispatch continues, hope to be perm it­ 
ted to retu rn to the T ransvaal. 
T his, 
how ever, is quite unlikely. 
T he news w hich G reat B ritain w as 
so anxiously aw aitin g cam e ch aracter­ 
istically on an entirely pacific and un­ 
in terestin g Sunday afdternoon 
when 
London presen ts a deserted appear­ 
ance. 
Very late S aturday night a dis­ 
p atch was received from Lord K itch­ 
ener, in which he said the Boer dele­ 
gates w ere com ing to Pretoria, th a t 
they had 
accepted 
G reat 
B rita in ’s 
term s and th a t they w ere prepared to 
sign term s of surrender. 
Mr. B roderick, the w ar 
secretary, 
personally com m unicated this m essage 
to K ing A dw ard, who was at B ucking­ 
ham palace. 
B ut the governm ent de­ 
clined to tak e any chances, and n o th ­ 
ing concerning the receipt of th is m es­ 
sage was allow ed to leak out. At about 
I o’clock yesterday afternoon, the w ar 
office received the follow ing dispatch 
from Lord K itchener, datutl Pretoria, 
Saturday. May 31, 11:15 p. rn.: 
“ A docum ent concerning term s of 
surrender w as signed here this evening 
a t half past three by all the Boer rep­ 
resentatives, as well as by Lord M ilner 
and m yself.’’ 
The clerk on duty at the w ar office 
tran sm itted th is m essage to B ucking­ 
ham palace, w here K ing Edw ard was 
lunching. 
At about 5 o'clock word 
was received p erm ittin g the publica­ 
tion of th is m essage, and the sm all no­ 
tice which w as stuck up outside the 
w ar office consisted of a copy of Lord 
K itchener’s cablegram . 
A sim ilar no­ 
tice was put outside of the colonial 
office. Beyond these tw o skim py bots of 
paper, London knew nothing of tho 
great event. 
In the clubs, the hotels 
and new spaper offices, which w ere a l­ 
m ost all deserted, the m om entous news 
was ticked o ut on the tape. Then. like 
wildfire, 
a t about 6 o’clock 
Loudon 
London aw akened to the fact th at the 
South A frican w ar w as over. 
The in­ 
f a n ts of the E ast End 
flocked 
to 
the M ansion house, the mecca of the 
boisterously patriotic, just in tim e to 
see the lerd m ayor of London, Cir Jo ­ 
seph C. D im sdale, come to a balcony 
and announce th a t the term s of su r­ 
render had been signed in South Af­ 
rica. in which he expressed his hopi' 
th a t London would show its ap p re­ 
ciation of the good new s by behaving 
itself decently and in an orderly m an­ 
ner, and such was the case. 
W hile th e general public celebrated 
th e new s of 1 er.ee in the streets, so­ 
ciety was eq ally 
joyous, 
although, 
perhaps not 
quite so 
dem onstrative. 
M any referen ces w ere m ade to the co­ 
incidence of the d eclaratio n of peace 
in South A frica 
w ith the 
“glorious 
first of 
Ju n e ” e v er 
m em orable 
in 
G reat B rita in ’s histo ry by reason of 
H ow e’s victory over the F rench fleet 
in 1794. 
Af the fashionable hotels urn! re s­ 
ta u ra n ts p atrio tic 
airs w ere 
played, 
and those p re sen t repeatedly stood up 
and cheered w hen th e bands played 
“God Save th e K ing." 
Among the 
people a t th e C arlton hotel w ere a 
good m any A m ericans who, good n a ­ 
turedly. joined In the enthusiasm . 
In 
the m eanw hile th o new s had 
been conveyed to m ost of the ch u rch ­ 
es, whose bells clanged o u t the m as­ 
sage of peace. 
P reach ers stopped in th eir p rayers 
and th eir serm ons to read Lord K itch­ 
e n e r’s laconic m essage to th eir con­ 


gregations. At St. Paul’* cathedral 
the bishop of Stepney made this an­ 
nouncem ent 
and 
im pressively 
pre­ 
faced th e read in g cf Lord K itch e n er’s 
m essage by 
saying: “God has 
been 
pleased to an sw er our p ra y ers aud 
give us th e blessings of peace.” 
Dr. P a rk e r electrified 3000 liste n ers 
at the C ity T em ple by suddenly in te r­ 
jectin g th e disp atch es received a t the 
w ar office, to which he had added an 
expression of a hope th a t it would 
m ean peace in E ngland and th at th ere 
would no longer be an y th in g h e a r d , 
of pro-B oers and pro-B ritons.
